Committee. 

‘This action was taken follow- 
ing two special meetings called 
the Sailors and Firemen’s 
unions to consider a_ telephone 
message from Harry Lundeberg 
and J. E. Ferguson, now in 
Washington, advising their re- 
spective unions to vote on re- 
cently negotiated tentative 
agreements with the shipowners. 

Both Lundeberg and Ferguson 


had announced that should the|-. 


vote fail to be taken, -certain 
Congressmen had threatened to 
withdraw their support to post- 
pone immediate issuance of the 
Copeland fink discharge book, 
as well as a danger of govern- 
ment intervention and_ forced 
arbitration. 

Referred to Policy Committee 
Realizing the danger of act- 
ing too hastily on such an im- 
portant matter, the membership 
attending both special meetings 
voted to refer the communica- 
tion to the Policy Committee for 
consideration and recommenda- 
tion. 

The Policy Committee also re- 


commended that when the time: 


does come to take a_ coastwise 
ballot by all unions, and in tak- 
ing this vote, if one striking 
group should declare its agree- 
ment unfavorable, all other un- 
ions pledge themselves to stand 
united in their support of this 
union until their agreeement is 
negotiated to satisfy the mem- 
bership. Such a recommendation 
is in conformity with the policy 
of the Maritime Federation, as 
well as a resolution made by 
Harry Bridges and seconded by 
Harry Lundeberg on the night 
the strike was called. 

Speaking before the Sailors’ 
special meeting were delegates 
from the Joint Strike Commit- 
tee who advised this procedure. 
The delegates pointed out that 
should the membership of any 
one union take a vote at this 
time that such action would seri- 
ously weaken the position of 
other crafts who have not as 
yet obtained an agreement with 
the shipowners. It would also 
encourage the shipowners to be- 
come even more obstinate in 
their relations, they advised.

The scab-manned S. S. “American Traveller”. arrived back in 
the port of New York sevefal days ago. Her return is a miracle, 
considering the following hazards of the voyage: 
Sailing from New York with a scab crew a month ago, she 
was soon endangered by their ignorance and incompetence. The 
scabby radio operator assigned to the ship by the R. C. A. could 


not transmit messages and was unable to obtain, any radio bear- 
ings to determine the ship’s position. He was replaced by a junior 
. Fox three days the ship was lost, 
ploughing through heavy seas under dark skies, in total ignorance 
of her position. Due to the heavy weather, most of the inexper- | 
ienced crew were laid up with scasickness, and were useless. | 

In Londen the third assistant engineer and the chief cook 
jumped ship, no doubt because they believed she would never 
make. her home ‘port with such a crew. On her return to New 
York, sixty-five: per cent of the scab crew were logged for not 
turning-to in Londen.

Who “Dominates” the Maritime 
Unions 

First, let us consider the act- 
ual statements of Mayor Rossi, 
in his contribution to the cam- 
paign to break the strike. Rossi 
says that the unions are domi- 
nated by Harry Bridges and 
Joseph Curran, and that the 
strike is being prolonged by 
them because of their personal 
ambitions. 

The statement is confusing and 
misleading. What ‘ambitions’ 
of anybody could possibly be 
served by prolonging the strike? 
Mayor Rossi does not say. 

As to “domination of the un- 
ions.” The structure of the 
maritime unions is fairly simple. 
The members of each of the 
maritime unions assemble in 
meetings to nominate and elect 
their representatives. The mem- 
bers meet regularly, almost 
weekly, to instruct their repre- 
sentatives as to program and 
policy. 

Our union officials are mere- 


| ty representatives elected by the 


workers in the seven Maritime 
Unions. Why are they attack- 
ed? Are they really attacked for 
“dictating” to the strikers? Not 
at all. They are attacked for 
obeying the instructions of the 
men who elected them. One of 
our highly publicized - officials 
has a record for always obeying 
the instractions of his member- 
ship. Some union officials do 
not have such a record, especial- 
ly on the Atlantic Coast. Those 
sort of officials are not being at- 
tacked by the shipowners! 

We vigorously and bitterly 
condemn the false and confus- 
ing propaganda of the shipown- 
ers and their industrial chiefs 
that any one man is dictating 
to them.

i WAS DUE mainly to the militant, nation- 
wide campaign waged by the Workers’ Al- 
iiance that President Roosevelt asked for a 
deficiency appropriation of $790,000,000 for 
relief expenditures instead of the $500,000,- 
VOU he first intimated he would request from 
Congress. 

Although the President has asked for this 
amount—there is still a good chance of put- 
ting sufficient pressure on Congress to vote 
for a still larger appropriation for the period 
ending July Ist, the beginning of the next 
fiscal year. The Workers’ Alliance calls for 
an appropriation of $1,250,000,000 as being 
the minimum required to maintain adequate 
relief. Whether or ‘not this full amount can 
be won depends largely upon the action of 
the people between now and the date Con- 
gress votes on the appropriation.

One who put his imprint on 
destiny is Vladimir Ilych Ulia- 
nov, whom. we know as Lenin.

The 
dawn that broke with seeming 
suddenness over Russia ih 1917 
casts a bright glow of hope for 
those. struggling against imper- 
ialism in the Orient and against 
Fascism in Spain and France.

significance through being used 
to influence or dominate the 
countries or colonies in which 
they are invested, when inter- 
national trusts begin the divis- 
.on of the world, and when the 
stronger capitalist nations have 
completed the division of the 
territories of the globe among 
themselves, 

It was this cut-throat scram- 
ole for colonies and markets 
that caused the imperialist war 


of 1914-'18 It was the war that 
increased privation, aroused 
mass discontent to a_ greater 


pitch and weakened the resis- 
tance of capitalism to the point 
where the Russian working class 
under Lenin’s leadership. was 
able to break the chain of im- 
perialism at its weakest link, ‘to 
sieze power and begin the build- 
ing of a socialist state and in- 
dustry. 

They did not do so unaided. 
They allied themselves with 
every political party and every 
individual who opposed the Czar 
and the Czarist system and who 
was willing to fight against it. 
Having defeated this. stronghold 
reaction only to find themselves 
still faced with landlords, cap- 
italist factory owners and their 
puppet politicians, they carried 
out a second revolution.

‘they gleefully greeted, with vain expectations, the struggle 
which ‘frotzky renewed against the Bolshevik party after Lenin's 
death; it was not the first time, for the Bolshevik party under 
iLenin’s and Stalin’s leadership was forged and steeled in Leninist 
principles by an unrelenting struggle against Trotskyism.

Liebknecht is best remember- 
ed by the fact that his ‘was the 
only voice in the German Reich- 
stag that voted. “NO” to the re- 
quest for money to carry on the 
World War. 

He did not merely vote NO. 
He went out and organized com- 
mittees of soldiers to oppose the 
war. At the height of the war, 
on May Day in 1918, Liebknecht

Invited to Testify 

Strictest secrecy is being main- 
tained by Goranson. But it was 
learned that five telegrams were 
sentto the five compiainants to 
appear before the investigators 
Friday afternoon. 

For months the theater project 
has been the scene of numerous 
disturbances and discriminations.

the right to bargain collective 
ly to the project workers.

Wall St.’s Competition 

The stonghold of Britain has 
long been the Argentine, which, 
when it re-entered the League 
of Nations, specifically repudiat- 
ed the League’s Article 21, which 
recognized the Monrve Doctrine. 
On September 8, 
Cuba was aflame with a popu- 
lar revolution, Argentina official- 
ly notified Washington it would 
resent any armed intervention by 


the U.S.A. : 


Paraguay, always a dependen- 
cy of Argentina, resisted Stan- 
dard Oil’s Bolivia in its attempt 
to win a petroleum outlet to 
tide water through the Chaco 
‘and thus brought on the terrible 
war which raged for years and 
was only suspended by the ex- 
haustion of both sides and the 
fear of popular revolution. 

The revolution was sidetracked 
into the feudal-Fascist dictator- 
ship of Franco in Paraguay and 
Toro in Bolivia. The dispute still 
smoulders in an_ interminable 
“peace conference” at Buenos 
Aires. And it is worth remark- 
ing the Inter-American Peace 
Conference excluded such a vex- 
ing. (and seemingly insoluble) 
question from its agenda, on the 
grounds the. present somnolent 
conference was “working on the 
question.”

Roosevelt’s “Fine” at - 
Buenos Aires ft 

It is in this situation that 
Roosevelt and his Foreign Min- 
ister Hull, set sail for South 
America. And however diplo- 
matically phrased, there can be 
no doubt as to the line of policy 
adopted to discharge their mis- 
sion. -. 

“We cannot countenance ag- 
gression; from wheresoever it 
may come,” said Roosevelt at 
Rio de Janeiro. At the same 
place, Hull declared: “War any- 
where in the world must disturb 
and threaten peace everywhere,” 
adding that he hoped the con- 
ference would “make it more 
difficult for those few who may 
be willing to use war as an in- 
strument.” | 

The speeches of Roosevelt and 
Hull at Buenos Aires were forth- 
right attacks on the forces of 
Fascism and war, clear calls for 
democracy and peace—and, of 
course, the blessed virtues of 
trade. They verged almost upon 
offense in their call to Latin 
American masses, over the heads 
of numerous ‘feudal-Fascist dic- 
tators, to struggle against Fas- 
cism, against war, for democ- 
ragy and a higher standard of 
ving. 

The wild mass demonstrations 
that greeted Roosevelt at Rio 
and in Buenos Aires, were re- 
bukes to the very dictators who 
sat beside him. One can imagine

October: 

“Fascist Germany, which is 
carrying on a war of interven- 
tion in Spain against the lawful 
government . . . which is intrig- 
uing and plotting in all parts of 


\the world, is preparing to deliv- 


er a blow against Czechoslova- 
kia. 

“The Heinlein Party—Hitler’s 
secret agents in Czechoslovakia 
—are forming secret shock 
troops, collecting weapons and 
preparing for an insurrection 
and for civil war. 


| Plots “Another Spain” Civil War 


| “Hitler’s plan consists in cre- 
ating another Spain in the heart 
of Europe, Czechoslovakia. He 
wants thereby to create*an Op- 
portunity for direct intervention 
in order to destroy democracy in 
this country, to set up a reac- 
tionary Fascist regime and to 
subjugate Czechoslovakia.” — 

The correspondent continues: 

“The correctness of this polit- 
ical analysis is confirmed in an 
alarming manner every day by 
the policy of the Sudetic Ger- 
man (Henlein) Party. 

“While formerly the Sudetic 
Germany Party exercised great- 
est caution and never forgot to 
nsist upon :jts ‘loyalty,’ it is now 
coming forward more and more 
openly as agent 6f the Third 
Reich. 

Open Attack Threat 

“The chief speaker of the Su- 
detic German Party in the bud- 
iget committee declared the Su- 
detic German question can only 
be solved from the outside; that 
in the event of a war we Shall 
be only Germans, that Czecho- 
slovakia-is not the last word in 
history. 

“That is an open threat of an 


attack by Hitler on Czechoslo- | 


vakia.” ; 
Citing terrorist activities by 
the Fascists, the correspondent 


concludes: 

“In this situation which, is so 
very threatening for the repub- 
lic, the Communist Party de-, 
mands as an imperatively neces- 
sary measure for defending the 
republic, energetic intervention

Ancient “Glacier” Again 

The next couple of days, the 
men turned to, to pull down 
anything that would jeopardize, 
making a safe inspection.

On the morning of the fourth 
day after the*fire, we embarked 
on the barges once more. About 
five o’clock that evening, we 
were aboard the Glacier. As rot- 
ten as the ship was, it was with 
relief that we were able to tread 
on its decks once more, glad be- 


' cause we were to return to Fris- 


co. 

Surely, after an experience like 
that, it would not be hard to 
break away from the ties that 
held us prisoners for the last 
two months. It would be hard to 
get’ sentimental about leaving 
that bleak, desolate land. Does 
a man, on leaving prison, get 
mushy about the rotten food, his 
cramped cell, and the maddening 
monotonous days? I don’t think! 

As though to spite us, the boat 
did not leave until the next 
morning. About’10 o’clock in the 
they raised anchors 
and swung around, the prow 
pointing for home. As we steamed 
by the other vessels, at anchor, 
they gave us a farewell salute. 
The vagabond ship of the seas 
was being given the courtesy 
due her. 

We settled down for the long 
trip back home.

OAKLAND — Carmen’s_ Local 
192 in the East Bay has just re- 
ceived a new contract with the 
Key System, and East Bay 
Railway. 

Most of them voted to accept 
a one-year contract restoring the 
old basic rate in their classifi- 
cation with a small raise. 

The part-time collectors re- 

ceived only a 214 cent raise and 
this is being used to the disad- 
vantage of the full-time worker. 
Whenever and wherever a col- 
lector. can be used in the place 
of a full-time man, this is done 
and the company saves the dif- 
ference in pay and the full-time 
man is the goat. . 
Business Agent Rowen report- 
ed at the last union meeting that 
he had granted (without consult- 
ing the union) permission to An- 
derson, the superintendent, to 
employ part-time collectors for 
full-time wherever he found it 
necessary, 

This is at the expense of the 
brakemen and the full-time 
workers but few of them real- 
ize the implications for them 
and their union of this money- 
saving pian of the company. 

It is pretlicted that living ex- 
penses will rise greatly during 
the coming year but this union 
has ydluntarily and’ thoughtless- 
ly pegged its wages.

Some of “Those Now 
Before Congress 


WASHINGTON — Included in 
the first rush of 2500 bills pre- 
sented on the opening day of 
Congress are a great many of 
special interest to labor and ag- 
riculture.

all East Bay hotel employees, 
Spooner declared.

Moulders, polishers, mounters 
and others in the metal trades 
have banded together into an as- 
sociation to prevent sales of 
stoves of non-union manufacture 
in the East Bay, it was announ- 
ced. Mass picketing may be re- 
sorted to at the retail Mint- 
gomery-Ward stores and other 
places selling scab stoves, it was 
stated. 
_ Representatives of the United 
Mine Workers reported a one- 
hour sit-down strike on the 
Broadway Tunnel job,. scene of 
many labor disputes, had won

increase, they said, does not 
bring wages up to the union 
scale, but is considered an en- 
couraging gain.

(AN ACT*TO ADD SECTION 
178. TO THE PENAL CODE
